And every attempt af- 
ter that, of course, the whale was 
prepared to meet. He surely gave us 
a good fight." 
This is the first photographic rec- 


ord of the harpooning of a whale 
which any camera man has recorded.

The pictures he took in

Ago of Granite. 


It used to be thought that granite 


was the oldest of all rocks and that It 
formed the globe's first crust. Now, 
however, geologists believe that gran- 
ite may be of any age or epoch. The 
granites found in Germany and tho 
Vosges mountains of France date from 
one period of the world's history, those 
found in the British Isles from an en- 
tirely different period and those found 
in the United States from still other 
periods. 
Enormous pressure, combin- 


ed with bent and wnter. must have 
been necessary to produce granite. 
Some scientists declare that the gran- 
ites in the highlands of Scotland must 
have been formed when 60,000 feet of 
overlying rocks were piled above them 
and that those of Cornwall required 
40,000 feet of rock pressure. In other 
localities It is estimated that the pres- 
sures under which granite consolidated 
must have been equal to that of an 
overlying mass of rock nine miles In 
thickness.—New York American.

Printing a Coin on Linen. 


The print of a sliver coin or medal 


may be made on silk or linen by dip- 
ping the fabric in a solution of nitrate 
of silver and stretching it over the 
face of the com until the image is im- 
printed. The linen is sensitized by dip- 
ping it into a solution of nitrate of 
silver, made by dissolving sixty or 
eighty grains of nitrate of silver in 
one ounce of water. Wet the portion 
of the cloth which is to receive tbe 
impression in the solution, and when 
nearly dry draw it over the face of the 
com and tie it at the back. Expose to 
.a -weak light, and in a few minutes tbe 
raised design of the coin will appear 
on the linen. As soon as the print is 
dark enough remove and wash in clear 
water. When nearly dry irou it smooth 
with a warm iron, placing a piece of 
tissue paper over the print In print- 
ing from the coin or niedal it Is advis- 
able to paste a piece of paper on the 
reverse side, so thut the silver will not 
come in contact with tbe sensitized 
fa brie.

Austro-German forces were repulsed 
with heavy losses at three points on 
the Dniester river hy the Russians, 
according to an 
official 
statement 


under date of June 23 given out to- 
day at the headquarters of the gen- 
eral staff. 
In the Kosmierjine dis- 


trict the Russians carried by assault 
a strongly fortified height. 


"Enormous" losses, are said to 


have been inflicted on the Germans 
in the Koseany region. 
Referring 


to operations near Lemberg the state- 
ment asserts that Russian counter- 
attacks were successful. 


The text of the communication fol 


lows: 


"There has 
been 
no 
important 


change on the Vindava and Dubysa 
rivers. 


"On the front of the Narew anc 


Vistula there have been only small 
outpost affairs. 


"Calm has prevailed on the Ta- 


new front. 


"In the direction of Zolkiew and 


LAOV (Lemberg), the evening of the 
22nd and the whole of the 23rd 
vvere occupied by the enemy in at- 
tempts to renew their ulterior of- 
fensive, seeking with particular ob- 
stinacy to advance in th-} direction 
of the villages of Czijikouff and Di- 
mitrovze along the railroad between 
Lvov and Brzezany. 


"Nevertheless, 
thanks 
to 
our 


troops energetic counter 
attacks, 


these attempts failed. 


"On the front 
of 
Journavo-De- 


meszkovitz there has been a tierce 
engagement which thus far has de- 
veloped under conditions favorable to 
us."Important German forces which 
on the morning of the 23rd crossed 
the Kozany region to the lett bank 
of the Dniester, suffered 
enormous 


losses. 
Driven back to 
the 
river 


they were iorced to assume the de- 
fensive under very difficult condi- 
tions, some of their troops being 
crowded on islands on the river and 
others clinging to the lett bank. 


"Near 
Martyovo 
and 
Rouse- 


dviany, the 
Austrians crossed 
the 


left bank of the Dniester but by im- 
petuous counter attacks, our troops 
threw them back to the river. 
Up 


until 10 o'clock on the morning of 
the 23rd, the enemy lost about 40 
officers and 1700 men, whom we 
took prisoner?. 
The enemy is en- 


deavoring to hold ground in places 
close to the river and is otferins 
desperate resistance.

our heavy and light artillery gave us 
effective support.

our troops are taking the offensive.
